Paris, Feb. 1.—The improvement in 
the general situation continucs, and 
the spirits of the Parisians aro ris- 
ing as the waters fall. Street bawk- 
ers are selling posteard pictures of 
the flood and the boulevards are once 
more gay with rejoicing thousands. 

The papers are already sounding a 
note of warning that the lesson must 
not be forgotten: that measures mast 
be taken to avoid a repetition of the 
disuster, This can be done by the 
construction of a cutoff, either in 
the way of a canal ors large under- 
round conduit aro Paris. 

The prefect of the department of the 
Seine has issued instructions te the 
owners of Hooled houses to clean and 
disinfect. their premises within 24 
hours after the subsidente of the wat. 
ers. Otherwise the work will be done 
at the cost and risk of the owners. 
The Government has ordered the tax 
colivctors to show thé greatest len- 
iency to delinquents, and the Moute 
de Piets is extending pawn tickets 
for three months.

NOT GROWING COLDER. 


Earth's Climate Has Not Changed 
‘Within Historic Times. f 

Doring the last few years the. suppo- 
sition that the earth Is growing colder 
bas received a setback from the con- 
Sideration of the consequences which 
result from the discovery of radium in 
the earth’s rocks. If radium exists 
throughout the interior of the globe in 
the same quantities in which it ap 
Pears in the surface rocks, then such 
is-the yolume of heat which it would 
render up that the earth ought to be 
gtowlng hotter instead of colder. If, 
furthermore, the earth were slightly 
increasing In temperature, the amount 
of rainfall precipitated from the at- 
mosphere would become greater rather 
than less, and as at the same timc 
the amount of water shut up in the 
earth's rocks would also be forced out 
in greater quantities by increasing heat 
it would not be possible to suppose 
that the earth's surface was becoming 





Therefore the supposition that the 
earth bas exhibited within historic 
time any general drying up or any 
tendency to revert to a glacial epoch 
has been regarded with more and more 
suspicion, aud the hypotheses have 
been substituted that elther the appar- 
ent variations of climate nre local or 
else that they are the results of some 
seesaw of conditions, the causes of 
which remain to be discovered. 

In short. whatergr test be applied, it 
becomes extremely hard to show that 
the climate of uny portion of the civi- 
lized world has appreciably changed 
within historic time.—Londou Post. 





Fresh Air a Foe to Pneumonia. 

Cold weather does not directly canse 
pneumonia, but it is an Indirect cause.

When this foul air is taken Into the 
lungs ft fails to impart the necessary 
health sustaining elements that in- 
hailed air should; rather it polrous the 
body, lowers the naturat resisting 
Dowets and creates fertile soll for the 
invasion and detelopment of the pneu- 
Tovola germ.

Hreatbe R000, 
pure air all the time. especially while 
sleeping. Keep sour windows open 
day and night. Doeu't be afraid of 
cast abs Pare cold air does not canse 
pneumonia. It's dirty, foul alr that 
causes the trouble.—Bulletin of Chica-

And That Ended the Naval Sweathox 
Punishment. 





On one of Mr, Ltncoln’s excursions 
| to Fortress Monroe on the steamer 
Hartford in 1863 his attention was di- 
tected to a narrow door bound with 
iron, the use of which he was anrious 
to Jearn, 
“What is this?” he asked,” 
“Oh, that is the sweatbox.” was the 
reply. “It is used for refractory and 
insubordinate seamen, “A man fo there

President Lincoln’s -curiosity was 
aroused. “This,” he sald to himself, 
“ia treatment to which thousands of 
American seamen are probably. sub- 
Jected every year. Let mp try It for 
myself and see what it really is.” 

Taking off bis bat, for he was sever- 
al inches over six feet In height, he en- 
tered the inclosure, which he found to 
be little more than three feet in Jength 
or width. He gave orders that ot a 
signal from himself the door should 
be immediately opencd. It was then 
closed and the steam turned on. 

He had been inside hardly three min- 
utes before the signal was giten. }’res- 
Went Lincoln had experienced enough 
of what was theo regarded as neces- 
sary punishment for Amer seamen, 
There was very little ventilation, and 
the short exposure to the bot and hu- 
mid air bad almost suffocated him. 

Turning to Secretary Welles of the 
navy department, the president ordered 
that no such jnclosure as the sweatbox 
should ever after be allowed on any 
vessel Dying the American fag. 

it was not an hour after this order 
had been given before erery sailor on 
every sbip in Hampton Roads had 
beard of it, The effect was most re- 
markable on the older sailora, many 
of whom had themselves experienced 
the punishment of the sweatbor. Somo 
of them wept from joy. 

But the good results of this act of 
President Lincoln were not confined to 
the American nary. Great Britain, 
France, Germany and other European 
countries heard that the sweatbor had 
been abolished [n America as inhuman. 
One and al! of these nations ta turn fell 
into line, and today the sweatbor ts 
{ Dot to be found on any vessel fying 

the flag o fa civilized uation through- 

out the work’. 


RAN THE BLOCKADE. 


Putting Through a Risky Piece of 
Business at Santiago. 

Some naval officers at a dinner party 
the other evening were discussing the 
efficacy of the Cuban blockade tn 1808 
That many vessels ran the blockade at 
Havanz, Cienfuegos and elsewhere 
was admitted. 

“But only one vessel ever ran the 
Santiago blockade," sald one of the 
Speakers, “and that was one of our 
own vessels, the Utue Gloucester.” 

He then described how the Glouces. 
ter ran the blockade, while command- 
ed by Dick Wainwright, then a Liea- 
tenant commander, who bad previous- 
ly been executive officer of the Maine 
when it blew op. 

“We bad been sent down to Asser- 
raderos to communicate with the in- 
surgents,” said the raconteur, who was 
on the Gloucester at the time. “Upoo 
our return ft was quite dark, and we 
were proceeding slowly to our station 
on the Inside Une of the blockade when 
the electric signaling apparatus broke 
down. We could not give a signal, 
particularly the prirate identification 
signal of the night. Had we been dis- 
covered by one of tbe blockading res- 
sels it would at once have dashed the 
signal, and if we did not immediately 
Tespond it would have promptly open- 
ed Gre. We would bare been blown 
to pleces in a minnte. “ 

“It was a risky piece of business, but 
Dick Walowright was perfectly cool, 
and tbe Gloucester actually picked its 
way without belog discovered through 
the whole blockading fect, took up its 
statlon on the Inside line, under the 
Morro, and as soon as the sigualing ap- 
Paratus was repaired reported its ar- 
rival It was a clear case of blockade 
runniog, bot it was mighty ticklish 
while it Insted.” 3

“Weman’s Duties Outside Home,” Says 
: ~| Mra. Belmont. c 

Talking to the Associated Clabs of 
Domestic Science, at the Plaza hotcl, 
in New York city, recently, Mrs. O. 41. 
P. Belmont argued that it was time 
for women to go on from cookery to 
woman suffrage and to relieve men 
who are now'“overburdened™ with the 
weight of public affairs. However im- 
portznt domestic stience wight be, it 
was, she maintained, only a founda, 
thon upon which the real fabric of life 
was waiting to be reared. 

“As 1 understand it," she sald, “your 
object is to place the home on a scien- 
tifc basis, Whatever’genivs has in- 
vented, research has discovered and 
logic deduced, you in your wisdom 
have accepted and applied for the 
health and development of the bomo 
and the family. This is, bowerer, what 
1 sbould call the infancy or the kinder 





@| garten of existence. It Is the only 


way, the right way, to begin; it is the 
only foundation on which we can 
build. Bat I claim that the hour bas 
come when these stonea are demand- 
ing a visible structure. I mean by this 
that {f we simply produce a home hy- 
Stenically perfect and a race physical- 
ty supertor we are not meeting the ob- 
lgations of the new ceatpry. They 
demand a larcer conception than can 
be realized by the Umited care of the 
Individual. They extend to the com- 
munity, to the needs of society at 
large, and I cannot admit that a wo- 
man’s duties are limited to the four 
walls of her bome any more than a 
tnan’s to his business career. 

“There is the commonwealth to be 
considered, the political household to 
be regenerated. I know that this never 
can be brought about execpt through 
the assistance of woman. The neces 
sity for the power which she will 
bring is being forced upon the nation, 
and the recognition of it is inevitable, 
1 appeal to each woman bere individu- 
ally, and I ask her [f she ts not con- 
stantly realizing bow her natural 
forces are dwarfed by ber inferior 
status in public life. 

“You know that you can do and do 
well the things:that men leave undone. 
You know that these undone things 
affect your home and the fives of your 
children. 1 ask, then, what right hare 
you to sit in your bomes beautiful, 
leaving the welfare of the community 
to overburdened men? In the name of 
Woman suffrage 1 ask you to come 
forth, secure your right as citizens and 
with the men of your country assume 
the duties of the commonwealth.”

How PERIM ISLAND WAS WON 





The Interesting Story That Ie Told by 
a. White House on the, Foreshore of 
mretanien | Coast at tha, Southors 
Entrance to the Red Sea. 


On the foreshore of the Arablan 
Coast in the strait of Bab<lMandebd, 
at the southern entrance to the Red 
sea, stands a large white house con- 
cerning which the travelers to the far 


floated the 
Sucz Canal company, the governor of 
the British port of Aden, about 100 
talles distant, was surprised_one morn- 
ing by the risit of a French squadron 
of very unusual alze for that part of 
the orient, which, having encountered 
a terrific storm off Sokotra, had put 
in for repairs, * - 

In the mind of the governor curiosity 
was at once aroused as to the destina- 
tion of so large 2 command, a curiosity 
which Increased as he found it impos: 
sible to extract any farther {nforma- 
tion from the French admiral or his 
officers beyond the statement that 
they were upon an ordinary crulse, an 
explanation which the former was not 
the least inclined to bellere. 

Firm In the belief, therefore, that 
some political more of great impor 
tance was afloat, if not afoot, the gov- 
ernor, in kal first of al! to gain time, 
gare orders-to go very tortolselike on 
the repairs and then set to work to 
take the Frenchmen off thelr guard by 
giving a succession of such entertaln- 
ments as both his slender means and 
the awful barrenness of tho place 
would afford. 

But, thongh at the end of two weeks 
the French and British officers had got 
upon the best of terms, the immediate 
@estination of the French squadron 
Temained as much of a mystery to 
the governor of Aden as before, and 
ja spite of all possible delay the re- 
palrs were nearly complcted. 

Now, it happened that the wife of 
the governor possessed an Irish maid, 
who had been receiting attentions 
from one of the French petty oflicers— 
attentions which the girl did not re 
gard seriously. 1t occurred tothe gor- 
ernor that by such means something 
might be learned of bis unexpected 
visitor’s plans, and a private conver 
sation between tho governor's wife 
and her maid resulted in another be 
tween the latter and her french, ad- 
mirer, by which it was discorered 
that Perim island was the objective 
point. 

At’ this information the gorernor 
opened his eyes wide Indeed, for, if 
the Suez canal were cut through, I'e- 
rim, as commanding the southern en- 
trance to the Red sea, in the middle 
of the strait of Bab-el-Mandeb, would 
be a place of great strategic impor- 
tance, orer which, without doubt, it 
was the intention of the French ad- 
miral to holst the tricolor. 

Secretly giving orders, therefore, for 
@ gunboat to immediately embark.a 
detachment of soldiers and steal away 
io the night for I’erim Island, the gov- 
ernor then announced a farewell ban- 
quet and ball for the day but one fol- 
lowing, a final act of courtesy with 
which the French admiral would will- 
fngty have dispensed, for bo'-waa anx- 
fous to sail, but which he could not 
‘well refuse on account of the use he 
bad made of the British supplies and 
machinery at Aden. 

So the dinner and party tn duo 
course came off, the governor belug In 
[net spirits, because in the meantime 
| me bad received the news of the occu- 
pation of Perim. which under the cir 
cumstances would surely be followed 
by.the longed for promotion, afd the 
French admiral was equally happy, 
for he hoped on the morrow to add 
the same important little speck of land 
to the dominion of his own Country, 
thereby covering bis breast with tho 
stars and hhuself with maritime giory. 

Next day, after an Interchange of 
cordial. farewells, the French squadron 
sailed away to an apparently unknown 
destination, until, when clear of the 
land, the course wag Jaid full speed dl- 
rect for Perim island, 

Then what were tho dismay and dis. 
Sppointment of the Frénch admiral 
and his officers when, on coming in 
aight of their destination, they beheld 
the British'Sag fying and a company 
of soldiers drawn up to give them a 
Proper salute. It is eald the French 
admiral was 80 mortified at being thus 
outwitted that be first flung his cock- 
ed hat overboard and then followed it 
himself into the sea. 

Be this as {t may, as Perim was 
clearly already occupied by the Brit- 
ish, the only counter more which the 
French could make was to take pos- 
session ofa strip of the foreshore on 
the opposite Arabian coast, where 
they built the fortified white house In 


question, but as the place was entirely

I jamped out 
of my bank, went on deck and was 
told by the second officer that we had 
had a narrow squeeze, It appeared 
that we had nearly run down a schoon- 
er as she silently crossed our bows and 
disappeared Into the haze. 

“Next morning 2 woman passenger 
who sat at the captain's table asked 
him whether the engines had 
stopped and reversed, and he jed: 
“Yes; we sometimes do this to test the 
enginecr’s watch and see ff our ma- 
chinery ts In proper order. We do it

LAW OF GRAVITY VIOLATED. 


Conditions Under Which Water JAc- 
tually Flows Upward. 
“Water seeks -ils level” is an ex- 
pression heard so frequently as to be 
almost trite, and set the law has its 
exceptions, There are conditions un- 
der which water actually Sows up. 
ward and rises abore Its source. If a 
glass tube be dipped into water the 
: column inside will be above the level 
of the surrounding surface. Moreover, 
if a tube of half the diameter be sub- 
stituted the column doubles its height. 
The water creeps along the Inside of 
the tube, owing to the adhesion, and 
forms a cup shaped depression at’ the 

top. 

An explanation fs not dificult. It 
cau be proved mathematically that if 
the diameter of 2 circle be diminished 
one-half the circumference 1s also re 
duced to that extent, while the area Is 
one-fourth of its former value, The 
circumference of the column of water 
LeIng reduced one-half, Its contact 
witb the glass, and hence the adhesive 
force, is also dimInished to that extent, 
while the cross section, and hence the 
weight, {s decreased to a fourth of 
what it was before, Therefore the sec- 
ond column can be twice the height of 
the firat without exceeding the Mfting 
power. 

Remarkable as the underlying prin- 
clples of this phenomenon undoubtedly 
are, nature made use of them Jong be 
fore man made thelr discovery. Every 
tree and flower adds its testimony. 
The core of a tree or plant, instead of 
belpg a alngie open channel, consists 
of a spongelike substance containing 
many miniature tunnels, through 
which the sap and molsture collected 
by the roots flow upward in small riv- 
uleta, rising bigher and higher {0 
sheer defiance of the great law of 
grevity—St. Louls Republic.

Chairman Gibbons of the Internation- 
al Waterways Commission Says 
That Plans Will Not Be Submitted 
Until a Report Is Made to the Gov- 
ernment—Witnesses In Opposition 
te Scheme Give Their Testimony.

Many and odd are we materials eos 
‘ering into the manufacture of modern 
explosives, but perhaps the most inter- 
esting of all these elements of destroc- 
top as well as the simplest ts gun cot- 
ion. The sau cotiou manufacturing te- 
dustry is jarge, us enormous quantities 
are used in the charging of torpedoes 
and for similar purposes. eae, 

The base of gun cotten Is pure raw 
cotton or even cotton waste, such as ts 
used to clezn machinery. This is steep- 
ed in a solution of one. part of nitric 
and three parts of sulphurie acid. It js 
the former ingredient that readers the 
mass explosive, the snipburic acid be- 
In used merely to absorb all moisture, 
thus. permitting the nltric acid to com- 
bine more readily with the celtalose of 
the cotton. - 

After being soaked for several bours 
in the solution described the cotton 
ig passed between rollers to ‘expel 
all nonabsorbed acid, a process carried 
to completion by wasting the cotton in 
clear water. ‘This washing process isa 
long one, requiring: machinery whied- 
reduces tbe cotton to a mass resen> 
bling paper pulp.

UNDER THE OCEAN. 
Things That Happen at the Bottom 
of the Sea 

Naturalists dispute as to the quantity 
of light ot the bottoin of the sea. Act- 
mais frow below 7U0 (athoms either 
havesno eyes or faint indications of 
them, or else their eyes are very large 
and protruding. 

Another strange thing {s that if the 
creatures in the tower depths bare any 
color it is oranze or red of reddish 
orange. Sea anemones, corals, shrimps 
and crabs hare tbis brilliant color. 
Sometimes It Is pure red or scarlet.

ward purple. Not a green or blue fish

The orange red ts the fish's protec 
tlon, for the bluish green light in the 
bottom of the ocean makes the orange 
or the red fish appear of a neutral tint 
and Oides it from its enemies. Many 
animals are black, otbers nentrat in 
color, Some fish are provided with 
boring talls, so that they can burrow 
fo the wud.

Fook at the wholesale price in Toronto 
ond Montreal, The mason for this is 
tecanse in those places the supply does 
nat eqnal the demand. The pubhe, in 
towns which have no market such as 
ours, depends to a large extent for mar- 
ket supplies upon produce dealers and 
middlemen, who mug get their profit, 
which comes out of the consumer. 

The story of the Prince Edward farmer 
from near Picton is one of the best ar- 1 
zuments in favor of low market dues. 
The lower dues influenced him to come 
to Helleville. It shows what a compara- 
tively sinall amount of money will in- 
fluence circumstances. The man saved 
Sc in market dues, but against thot he 
paid Uriden tolls and possibly got his 
dinner in Belleville, ax well as*put his 
horses up. He paid out some of lis 
Money for these things, too. [t ix rea- 
sonable to suppose that, with the money 
be realized from his sales, he made 
some purchases, That ix juxt what xo 
want him to come to Belloville for, and 
ought te make it as attractive as pow 
sible, The buyer of 19 «mall pigs, unless 
it le a butcher, would in all probabil. 
ity come from the country as well, and 
might spend some money in town, too. 
So we caught them both ways. If ihe 
market dues, ax they are at present, are 
a mean« of bringing the farmers to 
town, leave fhem an they are. Better 
still, reduce them or wipe them out en- 
tirely. What difference to the retenue 
will it make by increasing the dues? 
Will tho increase not hare the effect of 
increasing the number of peddlers? 

If the farmers gut such good prices 
hero, why do not more come here in- 
stead of to nearby places?

A WEST INDIAN HURRICANE. 





he Lesp Out of a Clear Sky and 
Level Almost Everything In Its 
Path— The Comes a Torrential 
Downpour That Ends In Ficod. 


“Hare you ever been throu; ich a West 
Indian horricane?” sald a man who 
Baz lived In the tropics on and off for 
a number of years.

19 knots au hour she can travel ap- 
proximately 4,000 miles without refill- 
ing her bunkers, while she could reach 
the European coast when trareling at 
her maximum average speed of 21% 
knots, a speed exceeded by only eight 
trainsatiantic livers, 

This rast steaming radius ts due to 
her modest coal consumption in pro- 
portion to the horsepower produced 
and made effective fn the turbine en- 
gines. Acconling to the figures girea 
out by builders, on ber trial trip 
she burnéd lees coal at the speeds of 
12 and 19 knots an hour and on tho 
maximum speed developed more torse 
Power and made a bigher speed thao 
did the Delaware.

Preventing Sepsis. 

The extraordinary precautions taken 
to prevent the infection of wounds at 
‘surgical operations were described by 
a doctor from St. Bartholomew’s Hos- 
pital, at an inquest in London. He 
said that under the Lister system— 
invented by the celebrated surgeon of 
that uame--the doctor, before going 
into the operating theatre, wis enve- 
loped in a white gown which had been 
sterilized, and he wore over his head 
a cap which had been similarly treat- 
od. The instruments were boiled, 
which killed all microbes, and then 
laced in an antiseptic solution, which 
Fept other microbes away. st ec 
xporges and dressings were stcrilized. 
If the doctor had a cold he placed a 
bandage over his mouth to prevent in- 
feeting the wounds by that means. 





How Living Showers Are Caused?

lane of existence. Thus the Apostle 
eclarcs that our “tnhesitance is in- 
corruptible and undefiled and fadeth 
not away and is reserved in heaven 
for us, who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation” (1, 
Peter i, 4 6). Our Lord also told 
that iu the resurrection we shall be 
like unto the angele.

ity. He promises that Satan shall be 
bound for that thousand gears. that 
he may deceive the nations no more, 
He promises that then all the “blind.

Both of these salvations, according 
to the Bible, result from the death of 
Jesus our Redeemer, who died in 
obedience to the Divine will, “Died, 
the Just for the unjust, that he 
inight brins us to God” Cl. Peter iii, 
18). The Scriptures clearly shaw not 
only the two salvations, but also two 
parts of the Redeemer’s work, dis- 
tinctly separating hia work for the 
Church from his work for the world. 
In his death there was a Divine gen- 
eral provision for the sins of the 
whole workd and x special provision 
for the sins uf thy Church. The two 
thoughts are frequently brought cut 
in the Scriptures, One text distinctly 
declares, “He is the  propitiation 
fsatisfaction) for our sins (the 
Cirurch’s sing), and not for ours 
only, bat also for the sins of the 
whole world.” His death constituted 
the sati<fsction price. The Redeomer 
applied that merit for the Chureh‘s 
sins, “for us.” long aga, eighteen 
evnturies before we were born.

Henee he coukl not accept our of- 
fering, our cousecration, even though 
it were as completely and fally maue 
aus was eur dear Redeemer’s, Hence 
his first provision was that the right- 
eousness of Christ should be imputed 
to us on aceount of our taith and 
obedience, in order fo pertuit us to 
offer sacrifices holy and acecptsble to 
God (Malachi iii, 3; Romanus xii, 1). 

This view of our pztticipation in the 
Redeemer’s inerit: separately and 
apart from thé world’s pasticipsiion 
in it—by faith antl imputation of mer. 
“Ht nnd not actually — the Bible de- 
clares to be a “mystery,” which net 
many are uble to discerh-—-ouly the 
spiritually-minded—only the spirit. 
begotten. Those who can sce and hear 
and understand the terms and condi- 
tions of this great salvation of this 
Gospel Age are specially blessed—- 
“Blessed are your eyes, for they. ste, 
and your ears, for they hear’, (Mat- 
thew xiii, 16). To see, to hear, to un- 
derstand, that glory, honor, immoertal- 
ity, eternal life on the spirit plane, 
are the rewards of a few years of self- 
denial and self-sacritice, is to hear 
of u pearl of great price, of which 
few knew, And to know of that pearl 
and not to be willing to sell all that 
we have to obtain it would demon- 
strate to the Father our unworthiness 
of life on this high plane. We ex- 
hort so many as see and hear and ap- 
preciate, in the words of the Apostle, 
“Let ua make our calling and election 
sure” by a full and hearty compli- 
dince with the gracious high cnlling of 
which we have learned and wliich our 
hearta have accepted (II. Peter i, 10).

Treasonable Talk--What 


Do Loyal Liberals - 
.. Think of It? 


The guestiun nay Very’ properly be 
asked just now, what do Liberals, who 
ure Joyal to the Empire think of the 
treasonable' talk of the Toronto Globe, 
which declares that “it must not be 
“taken for granted that Canada stands 
“ready to voluntcer for any quarrel in 
“which Britain nay become involved,” 
I¢ adds that Britain is under no obli- 
gation to defend us if we yet into an 
international conflict. 

As'the Mail and Empire points out 
the principle hero Inid down is that 
of out-and-out separation. The crgan 
sets forth a situation under which 
union with Britain comes to an end 
If an Empire ‘is not united in defence 
it is no Empire aot all, and it cannot 
stand. Do the Liberals, whom the 
organ defends, approve of this? What 
do the loyal Liberals think of tho 
Globe policy of separation without 
attracting attention or causing irrita- 
tion? “Tho answer to those who ure 
“impatient for independence,” said 
the organ just one year ugo, “ix that 
“our direction is that way, but that 
“it is, on the whole, better that it 
“should be so slow as to attract littl: 
“attention, and to cause no irrita- 
tion.” Do the Liberals think it, on 
the whole, better that we should be 
drawn from the Empire go rlowly as 
not to attract attention Wr to cause 
irritation? Do they think, indeed 
that we ought to be drawn from the 
Empire at all? 

Liberals ought to repudiate their 
organ und its doctrines. And they 
cannot do this better than by  de- 
manding the abandonment of the 
naval scheme, which is separatist in 
principle. Let them join with other 
sound citizens in the demand that 
our contribution to naval defence 
be so expended that it shall be a reai 
help te the Empire in the hour of 
peril.

One Maine Mill Turns Out 1,200,000 
Sets Each Year. 

It seems inconceivable that two men 
can be kept steadily emplosed the 
year round. makiog checkers. Yet that 
is what ts done in a mill at Methel, Me. 

The ateraze output of checkers from 
this mill ts 800 barrels, says the DBox- 
ton Globe, 
1,000 and down to 600, but 800 is the 
average, This doesn't sound very 
large, but when these figures are work- 
cd ont It ts found to be a jot. 

In every barrel shipped there aro 
36,000 checkers of the ordinary ulze. 
while in 800 barrels there are 25,8U0,- 
000, oF 1,200,000 sets of 24 checkers 
each—that Is to say, wil: the output 
of this one Matne mill 2,400,000 per- 
sons coukl be pleylog checkers at the 
same time, 

The checkers are made from white 
birch, and they are colored red anil 
black. They are made by niachincry. 
The workman who tends the machine 
takes a bolt, as the piece of birch Is 
called, shoves one end into the ma- 
chine and starts it He wags the bolt 
back snd forth. and each wag mneaus 
a completed chec: So fast can he 
vuperate the machil: t the cye can- 
not follow it suflickently to count the 
checkers ay they cote out. The av- 
etage rate of speed in 140 per mindte,

Dr. Karl Kumm landed at Dover, 
Eng., the other day on fhe conclusion 
of one of the most interesting and im- 
portant African journeys undertaken 
of Inte years. Dr. Kumi is the head 


of the Sondan United Mission, .an or-. F 


Ganization whose staff consists largely 


of university graduates, with represen. |: 


tatives from South Africa and Amer- 
fea, and which has already eslablish- 
ed a line of posts.through the less 
N ia bordering on 
the Central Soudan, and has pene- 
as far into the interior of Af- 
rien ag that region where British, 
Freoch and por ee meet 
on the edge of the ta. 
Accompanied by @ number of mis- 
sionaries, who Were to be left at the 
various atations en route, Dr. Kumm 
started on his great journey in the 
autumn of 1908.

Ine men had died of starvation and 
4ix of my followers had to be carried, 
as they were too weak to walk. All 
tho carriers —- men especially chosen 
for their physique and intelligence— 
were like walking skeletons. 

“The position of one solitary Earo- 
pean with two hundred dependents, 

cluding a number of old men and 
children belonging to the Mecca pil- 
grins who were with me, was not an 
enviable one. Imagine, therefore, my 
feelings when, on getting to this is- 
land after a terrible period of work, 
& sudden tornado, causing 2 great rise 
of the river, carried away our bridge 
and left us stranded. The river was 
fifteen to twenty feet deep, ‘with a 
tremendous current running between 
the rocks.” After a further period of 
anxious effort we finally managed to 
get anothcr creeper bridge between 
the island and the opposite bank, and 
hauled the women and children to a 
ze — aatety: ota 

Ms und a most interesting pagan 
tribe named the Musgan, who inhabit 
the finest mud atructures I have seen. 
They are painted redand while, are 
Sometimes quite 25 feet high, and re- 
mind one of diminutive fortified cas- 
ties. The people are quite naked, and 
distend their upper and lower lips 
by inserting in them silver Maria 

dollars. 

“After crossing the Kotto River, to 
which I have already alluded, our 
position became desperate. Game there 
was none, and it was heartrending to 
sce women and children whose grey, 
wrinkled skin :covered nothing but 
bones. The sunken eyes of the moth- 
ers, with their babies in their arms, 
became a nightmare. 

“Antelope skins, which had been 
used as sleeping mats, were now boil- 
ed and eaten. Leaves and roots, con- 
taining practically no nourishment, 
were the only ‘food supplies, and yet 
when we marched into Kelli Genji, the 
first Government t in the Anglio- 
Egyptian Soudan, [ had only actually 
buried one man.” :
